But they do not allow the existence of o
definite  economic problem in every pu-
tlonulity. You may grant Serbla and Cron-
ta & Jouint Independent Rovernment, but
uniesas you arrange thelr industry and coni-
merce (their Industry belng largely nigrl-
cultural) In some other way you cannot
moparate them from Austro-Hungary. And

Orchestra Concert

Sl.\ voraplete wets of plano keys—tliree
white and three black—mobllized under
the triune command of superth performers
mude a unlgue arlistle drive at yesterday
afternoon’s Philadelphin Orchestrn concert
In the Academy of Music. In direct eharge
of this singular but exceedingly charming
musleal exhibit were Harold Bauer, Ouss'p
Gabrilowitseh und Olga Samaroff, three of
the most distinguished planists now befora
the publle. Thelr comblned endowments of
dazzling  technigue, sound authority, per-
sonal magnetiem and diseriminating taste
ennobled anew a comnoxition written nearly
200 yveurs Ago,

Thizs number was Johann Sebastiun Bach's
concerto In O major for three planos and
orchestra. and oddly enough it lmparted &
more potent aromn of musical modernity
than auny featurs of the attractive program,
Debugsy himself I his most mystic mood
has evalved hormonies and contrapuntal ef-
fects of no more witching loveliness than
those wubtly contained in the poetle adaglo
of this ancient concerto. The three brilliant
jnterpreters roalized this essential wpirit
with compelling art.  The lively first and
weoond movements, in which the sunny an-
tique wode 18 more dominant, were read with
Invigorating and erystalline clarity.

Karller on the program Messre, Bauer
und Gabrilowitsch offered o dellightiu]l two-
plano number, the ¥ flat concerto of Mo-
zgart. Mr, Bauer's deep rich tones, Mr.
Gabrilowitsch's pearly, rlppling notes were
merged In & harmonic alllance that ren-
dered definite comparison of tielr Individua!
tulents guite Impossible. ‘The net result of
their joint efforts was musical wagic ut-
tuned to the bLilthe nmlodie charncter of
Mogart's firat matured -manner, | de-
llclous orchestral scoring was for oboes,
bassoons, horny and the strings.

The old world spirit of the program was
